“The difficulty in our present 
healthy economy is not so much 
that of obtaining simple employ- 
ment, but good employment, the 
same kind which would be avail- 
able to a white man of similar 
ability.” 

It is not enough to point to 
examples of exceptional Negroes 
in specialized fields as proof 
there are no longer any oppor- 
tunities closed to the group, Mor- 
row asserted.

What Bus Now? 


The defeat of the Metropolitan Transit Dis- 
trict plan at the polls leaves Greater St. Louis 
waiting for the next bus. Where will it go? 
And when? 

Both county and city voters said No to the 
transit freeholders’ plan by margins of two and 
three thousand votes. But the real decision was 
made by the thousands who did not vote at all. 
Not more than 10 per cent of the registered 
voters went to the polls. 

To be effective, the transit plan would have 
needed the strongest kind of public support. The 
turnout et Tuesday’s election could not have 
assured such support even if the vote had gone 
the other way. 

John J. Cole, chairman of the County Elec- 
tion Board, appears to be correct when he at- 
tributes the small vote to “indecision on the part 
of the voter.” In spite of the hard and good 
work for the plan on the part of such men as 
John W. Giesecke, secretary of the freeholders, 
and Keith Brownell, leader of a bus riders’ com- 
mittee for the plan, there was no broadly-organ- 
ized and well-financed campaign to push the 
project at the polls. 


Indecision usually leads to a negative vote, 


and in view of that the Transit District won 
more votes than might have been anticipated. 

There was one other surprise in the refer- 
endum results. Opponents of the plan had 
charged that it would favor long-haul county 
transit riders at the expense of short-haul city 
riders. Yet those city wards which voted for 
the plan represent downtown areas full of short- 
haul riders. 

Here was the area of most intense interest in 
mass transportation, and the voters rejected the 
false propaganda pitting city against county and 
threatening higher taxes or public ownership 
or all manner of things not provided for in the 
plan. This downtown vote was simply a demand 
for action on the transit problem. 

What will be done aboyt that problem? What 
will be done now to halt the continuing trend 
toward high-cost mass transportation? For the 
Metropolitan Transit District offered the public 
its first real opportunity to do something, and 
most critics of the proposal offered nothing. 

The one prospect of action to check the spiral 
of rising fares and declining service lies in 
Mayor Tucker’s suggestion last December that 
“Tl am willing to join with Luman Matthews, 
County Supervisor, in the appointment of a 
Citizens’ Committee with equal representation 
of the city and county.” 

Mayor Tucker now repeats that he is “willing 
and anxious” to organize and provide funds for 
a joint committee to study the transit problem. 
St. Louis has had transit committees before this, 
without concrete results. But now there is no 
alternative left except this one. 

The Mayor and County Supervisor ought to 
name their committee forthwith and start the 
gears moving. For St. Louis once more is left 
waiting at the bus stop, with no route open to 
approach the transit problem. 
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The Thames Is Clicking 


Sweet Thames, run softly, till I end my song. 

People and plants are not the only objects 
whose physical processes are being followed, 
like a detective on a shadowing job, by irradi- 
ated tracer materials. Rivers, too, now. 

By-products of atomic materials have been in- 
troduced into plants to enable scientists to fol- 
low the routes by which plants make fats, pro- 
teins and carbohydrates. The glowing materials 
have been introduced into human beings to 


’ trace the way drugs cue illness. Now irradiated 


chemicals are being introduced into the Thames 
river. 

The purpose is to find out how the mud that 
causes floods in the Thames is distributed. The 
river then will be dredged and blocked accord- 
ingly to aid shipping and keep Channel coast 
resorts clean of pebbles. Meanwhile, scientists 
with Geiger counters round their necks row 
among the mudflats and listen to the clicks that 
tell them where their radioactive materials have 
gone to. , 

Studies of the Mississippi and Missouri rivers, 
notable for the quantitiés and wurpredictable 
movements of their mud, might yield useful re- 
sults from the same methods. And if Edmund 
Spenser had lived now instead of four centuries 
ago, he might have written it: 

Sweet Thames, click softly, till I end my song. 
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Lest the Prison Burn Again 


The improvements to the fire-fighting system 
of the state penitentiary which have been recom- 
mended by the Missouri Inspection Bureau 
should become ‘a No. 1 order of business. 

Riots and the accompanying incendiarism 
which burned up to $3,000,000 of state property 
last year provided a truly acid test of the fire- 
fighting facilities. The inspection bureau, which 
made its survey at the request of Gov. Donnelly, 
found the fire-fighting system in a deplorable 
condition and recommends its complete overhaul. 

Additional wells should be dug, additional 
storage tanks should be provided, fire hydrants 
should be put in repair and made accessible to 
fire trucks, and private fire brigades should be 
established, the bureau said. | 

If these measures had been taken before the 
riots, damage to property might well have been 
less. They will be a first essential to protect the 
new buildings and equipment with which the 
state will restore the gutted institution. 
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Russia Plays an Ace 

The Russians have played an ace in the inter- 
national game in which Germany is both a par- 
ticipant and the stakes. But it is not the ace of 
trumps. The players are still at the table. The 
game is not over. 

The: Soviet Union has declared its state of war 
with Germany—both East and West Germany— 
at an end. It has also announced the end of re- 
strictions on Germans because of that state of 
war. But in effect this is not as much as the 
Allies accorded West Germany im, clearing the 
way for establishment of the Bonn government. 
Moscow carefully retains all its rights under the 
Four-Power agreement brought into being with 
the collapse of Hitler's Reich. 

The risk lies in the possibility that the Rus- 
sian play may have a psychological effect among 
West Germans out of proportion to its true 
value, The Russian purpose is clear enough: to 
block final ratification of the London-Paris agree- 
ments and the rearmament of West Germany. 

Earlier Soviet gestures to this end had little 
effect because they were empty. They promised 
no more than a conference at which some con- 
cessions might be made. So now the Russians 
have brought forth what they obviously want to 
be accepted as something concrete. 

Germans should recognize, however, that it 


’ 
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four-power agreement which Russia declares to 
be still in effect. Is the Kremlin using double- 
talk? The Russians offer a peace treaty, and they 
have already talked of recognizing West Ger- 
many, if unarmed. Would they make pacts with 
two unarmed Germanies, or with one reunited 
but neutralized Germany?

Chinese Communists was a political statement 
intended for political consumption. It was 
spoken in the flush of the G.O.P. victory at the 
polls in 1952. 

As Congressman Price points out, the Prestl- 
dent now takes a different view entirely when 
he says in his extraordinary message to Congress: 


Our Government was prompt, when the 
Communists committed armed aggression in 
Korea in June 1950, to direct our Seventh 
Fleet to defend Formosa from possible inva- 
sion from the Communist mainland. 


The purpose Mr. Eisenhower now gives was of 
‘course the reason why Harry 8. Truman put the 
Seventh Fleet on guard duty. Mr. Truman did 
not want the war in Korea to spread through 
Communist attacks on Formosa or some abortive 
attempted invasion by Chiang Kai-shek against 
the Chinese mainland. 

It took two years to get this record set straight 
and while it requires each citizen to contrast 
the President’s 1953 statement and what the 
President says now, straight at last the record is. 

This gain can be credited to the change in 
party control in Congress and the President’s 
desire for bi-partisan support of his policy. 

As for employment of the Seventh Fleet, 
every American citizen may hope it will not be 
necessary to consider using our Navy in evac- 
uation of Chiang Kai-shek’s troops and supplies 
from the Tachen islands. The first evacuees 
have already arrived in Formosa. If the Chinese 
Nationalists will get busy and remove their per- 
sonnel and equipment from these indefensible 
coastal islands as rapidly as possible an evacua- 
tion crisis may be avoided entirely. 
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No Ordinary Symphony Drive 

Close down the public library? Discontinue 
the Art Museum? Either would be unthinkable, 
and it would be no less so to break up the St. 
Louis Symphony Orchestra. That is why we are 
confident that the annual campaign for a 
$200,000 orchestra maintenance fund, which 
opened Tuesday, will succeed. It must succeed. 

As St. Louis has been well warned, this is no 
ordinary fund campaign for the orchestra. True, 
$200,000 must be raised in order to meet the 
deficit anticipated for the next musical season. 
But, more than that, the orchestra badly needs a 
strong new base of support. It needs assurance 
that future deficits also can be met, that the 
orchestra can count on more than a series of 
emergency rescues. 

It is for this reason that the Symphony So- 
ciety, under the leadership of President Edwin 
J. Spiegel, is laying emphasis this year on the 
need for support by business and industry. 
Small donations by music lovers are most desir- 
able, of course, but as experience has shown 
they are not enough. It is time for business 
firms with a stake in this community to take 
up active, regular support of an institution 
which plays such an indispensable role in the 
community's cultural life. 
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Mourning for a Locomotive 

The cost sheets decreed that the steam loco- 
motive and its long wail of nocturnal poetry 
must give way to the diesel with the bark that 
makes a diva of the sparrow. Railroading is for 
profit; not for steam-singing in the corn lands of 
far cities more fair than Byzantium. 

So there could only be appreciation when the 
Union Pacific selected the engine of the City 
of Salina, strong as Mars and beautiful as Venus, 
to make the last appearance of a steam locomo- 
tive in the Kansas City Union Station. It was a 
ceremonial and quite properly photographers 
were invited to record it on their films. 

But with the guests gone, the Union Pacific 
forgot its fine feeling for the old engines. Decid- 
ing that the City of Salina’s might still be useful 
now and then as a pusher in the Western Moun- 
tain Division, the locomotive was transported 
in a diesel-powered freight train.

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For Licensed Child Care 

Another bill for the licensing of child board- 
ing homes, day care homes and day nurseries is 
before the Missouri Legislature. Similar bills 
had been introduced in several previous ses- 
sions, and they always got lost in the shuffle, 
We think the time has come for legislation on 
this subject to be passed. 

The existing law for the regulation of board- 
ing homes was enacted in 1921. It has been out- 
moded by 30 years of progress in child welfare 
work. It provides for state licensipg of boarding 
homes only when two or more dependent chil- 
dren under the. age of 3 are involved. In 

other words, it fails altogether to meet the prob- 
lem of maintaining minimum standards of care 
in the great number of day-caré homes and day 
nurseries that have sprung up in recent years. 

Some of these homes do fine jobs. They have 
nothing to fear from licensing. In others, accord- 
ing to child welfare experts, a great deal of emo- 
tional and even physical damage has been done 
to ehildren separated from their parents. To 
provide adequate supervision and inspection of 
such places is something which the state can 
not longer afford to neglect. 

The current measure, House Bill 70, intro- 
duced by Representatives Robert C. Smith Jr. 
(Dem.) of Columbia, Carl T. Webber (Rep.) of 
Union and A. Clifford Jones. (Rep.) of Clayton, 
has the support of the State Division of Welfare 
and Missouri Association for Social Welfare.

St. Louis high schools will turn to desegregated pattern Jan. 31; 
new school district lines tend to follow residential lines; effect 
will leave two Negro high schools, while three of seven white 
schools will include 10 per cent or more Negroes in student bodics.

The second phase of racial integration 
in the St. Louis public schools will be- 
gin Jan. 31, andthe city is taking stock 
of what the change will mean in altered 
educational patterns. 

With the beginning of the second 
semester, the seven white high schools 
and two Negro high schools are to be- 
come nine desegregated schools, each 
serving a given district without regard 
to the racial characteristics of students 
living in the district. 

Segregation in the elementary and 
technical high schools will end in Sep- 
tember 1955, according to the Board of 
Education’s schedule. 

As the accompanying map shows, 
the end of official segregation in the 
high schools does not mean the imme- 
diate conversion of all high schools to 
interracial. student populations in the 
same degree. 

One third of the city’s public school 
pupils are Negroes, but it does not fol- 
low that all of the nine high ‘schools 
will have one third Negro occupancy. 
Because the Negro population tends to 
be concentrated in a belt cutting 
through the central and central-north- 
west sections of the city (shaded area on 
maps), the effects will vary . 


Negro Schools Overcrowded 


At present the city’s two Negro high 
schools are heavily overcrowded, each 
serving. a district representing roughly 
half the total area and half the Negro 
population. Naturally enough, both 
schools (Sumner and Vashon) are lo- 
cated in densely Negro residential areas, 

They will, therefore, remain Negro 
schools after integration, since the logi- 
cal attendance districts drawn around 
them will cover Negro residential areas 


of Negro students to whites within a 
few years. 

Beaumont high school, which serves 
the northwest section of the city, may 
find as many as 10 per cent of its stu- 
dent body to be Negroes after integra- 
tion, for the new Beaumont district in- 
cludes some territory into which Ne- 
groes have been moving. Central high 
school, the city’s oldest, will probably 
pick up a Negro student body of 5 per 
cent to 10 per cent for the same reason. 

On the South Side, McKinley is ex- 
pected to have 10 per cent or 12 per 
cent Negroes. Roosevelt and Cleveland 
will have quite small Negro enroll- 
ments, the result of relatively minor 
Negro residential enclaves in their dis- 
tricts. Southwest high school, which 
serves the most newly developed neigh- 
borhoods within the city limits, will 
have almost no Negro students at all. 


How Districts Were Set Up 


To sum it up: in only three of the 
white high schools is a Negro popula- 
tion of 10 per cent or more expected to 
be added immediately by integration. 
The other four will have small Negro 
accretions or none, while the two pres- 
ently Negro schools remain Negro for 
all practical purposes. 

In setting up the new districts, Board 
of Education officials began with a 
block-by-block survey, for which the 
principal of each school was responsi- 
ble. He reported how many children of 
elementary and of high school age lived 
in each block. These and other data 
were transferred to IBM punched cards, 
one for each block in the city. 

. The data did not include the race of 
the children. So when the punched 
cards were run through sorting ma-

Last Field of Civil War. 


The difference between these

The off-shore islands—but not 
Formosa and the Pescadores— 
are Chinese territory for which 
the Chinese civil war is still 
being fought. They are the last 
remaining Chinese territories 
which Chiang actually governs. 


That gives these offshore 
islands considerable symbolic 
importance. A _ clean-cut de- 
cision by the United States to 
stand on the jurisdictional line 
of the treaties would protect 
Formosa, it would cut off the 
implied commitment of the 
United States to support Chiang 
in a campaign of restoration. 

For Peiping this would mean 
acceptance of the fact that they 
are the de facto government of 
Chinese territories. It would 
not recognize that they have 
title to Formosa. Nobody would 
have title to Formosa. The Al- 
lied powers who have made the 
peace treaty with Japan would 
remain the custodians of the 
title to Formosa and the Pesca- 
dores. 


Nuisance Value to Chiang. 


It is evident that if there fs 
to be a cease-fire, there must be 
‘ line of demarcation, and that 

e most reasonable line is the 
Forladictional line. East of that 
line Pejping does not have any 
legal title; armed action would 
therefore be international ag- 
gression. 


West of the line we have no 
legal claims, and intervention 
would be intervention in a civil 
war. The acceptance by us 
the jurisdictional line would put 
an end conclusively to the no- 
yon of a United States inten- 

on to intervene. It would, 
moreover, fix conclusively not 
enly the defense but the custo- 
dial character of our presence 
in Formosa. 

.. There are differences of opin- 
fon as to the strategic value of 
these off-shore islands. They 
would seem in the main to have 
a nuisance value in that they 
enable the Nationalists to inter- 
fere in some degree with coastal 


The real significance of these 
off-shore islands is not strategic 
but legal and political. In form- 
ing our policy we cannot expect 
to find that every consideration 
is on one side rather than the 
other. 

What we shall find is, I be- 
lieve, that the preponderant 
weight of the considerations is 
in favor of our standing on the 
jurisdictional line. 

The objection to doing that 
is that it means the final aban- 
donment of our support of the 
Nationalist campaign of restora- 
tion, and that this will destroy 
the morale of the Chinese on 
Formosa. There can be little 
doubt that the Formosa Chinese 
and their supporters in other 
lands will feel that they have 
been deprived of the hope of 
a restoration. 

But is it not the fact that in 
so far as they have thought the 
United States would go to war 
for a _ restoration, they have 
been living on false hopes? I 
think their sincerest friends in 
Washington would tell them 
that American opinion favors 
the defense of Formosa but it 
is opposed to a commitment or 
to taking any risks of war about 
going back to the mainland. 


Respect of Other Asians. 


As against the political dis- 
advantage of the discouragement 
of non-Communist Chinese, there 
are probably big advantages on 
the other side. An American 
policy based on the jurisdiction- 
al line will almost certainly in- 
sure the support of our active 
allies in the Far East. 

It enables the powers which 
recognize Mao Tse-tung to rec- 
ognize alse the defense of For- 
mosa. It would probably do 
much to win respect for our 
Formosa position among the un- 
committed nations of Asia. 
It would provide a sound legal 
and political foundation for an 
eventual attempt by the United 
Nations to bring about a cease- 
fire in the Far East. 

I use the word “eventual” be- 
cause in a matter of such im- 


of |mense complexity it is not pos- 


sible to proceed by big and spec- 
tacular steps. The world is an 
elephant crossing a precarious 
bridge and it must test its foot- 
ing. It is sometimes possible to 
obtain assent, to obtain a willing- 
ness not to object, without ob- 
taining an express agreement. 

But in order to progress at 
all, no matter how slowly and 
tortuously, it is necessary that 
we be clear in our minds about 
where we do and where we do 
not stand, where we are not go- 
ing and where we are going.

NEW YORK, Jan. 26. 
HE $11,000,000 Jackie Gleason deal is just the loud- 
est noise in the TV gold rush that is making Sutter's 
Mill look a little silly. The prices the actors are get- 
ting these days is making everyone miserable—except the 
actors. 

It’s playing havoc with 
the small budget shows. 
Take, for example, “Jus- 
tice” and “Circle Theater.”

We call. people 
we used six months ago and find the price has tripled.”

Your Income Tax

(Eighth of a Series.) 
NCE you have determined if 
you have any allowable em- 
‘ploye business deductions, 

and, if so, how you must handle 
them; you are ready to decide 
whether to accept the standard 
deduction for personal expenses, 
or to itemize. 

The new tax law contains 
some money-saving new personal 


deductions — including interest 


on installment purchases, child 
care, contributions and medical 
costs. 


for your contributions to the 
special, limited list given above. 

Your additional contributions 
(including any others to the spe- 
cial group of institutions) may 
add up to a maximum of 20 per 
cent of your adjusted gross in- 
come. . 

2. Interest — Formerly, you 
could not claim as interest the 
charges on installment  pur- 
chases which were not specif- 
ically identified on your bill as 
interest. 

You may now do so, up to a 
maximum of 6 per cent of your 
average unpaid monthly bal- 


disabled — Any woman, (with 
special limits. for married wom- 
en), or a widower (including 
men divorced or legally sepa- 
rated under a degree who have 
not remarried) may claim a de- 
duction up to $600 for the care 
of children and others (as out- 
lined below) while the taxpayer 
is working or seeking work. 

, The deduction may be claimed 
or: 

A child or stepchild under the 
age of 12, of the taxpayer; or a 
person, regardless of age, who is 
mentally or physically incapable 
of caring for himself. 

But the deduction for the care 
of these may be claimed only if 
the taxpayer is entitled to claim 
an exemption for them.

duction is allowed only if she |

‘pay as alimony or separate 
maintenance, under a _ court 
decree of divorce or separate 
maintenance. ° 


The new law permits—but on 
separate returns only—the same 
deductions, even though the pay- 
ments are not made under a 
court decree, provided they are 
made under a written agreement 
signed after Aug. 16, 1954. It 
also permits—also on separate 
returns only — deductions for 
payments made under a decree 
for support entered after March 
1, 1954.

An open bot- 
tle of white wine must be 
stored in the refrigerator. 

Few of us buy anything but 
sherry, especially for flavoring 
foods. We make use of what, 
if any, is left over from a wine 
that has been served with a 
meal. Since our domestic wine 
industry has been developed to 
such an, extent, the service of 
this accessory to a meal has 
become common, especially 
when we have guests. 

From central New York, Cali- 
fornia and to a lesser extent, 
Ohio, come good wines at rea- 
sonable prices. 

Raisin-Wine Sauce (For Ham), 

One-half cup. seedless raisins, 
one cup red wine, one table- 
spoon cornstarch, one-half cup 
white sugar, one-half tablespoon 
éry mustard, two-inch stick of 
cinnamon, one-half teaspoon 
powdered cloves, one-fourth cup 
mild vinegar. 

Soak raisins in wine for sev- 
eral hours. Drain and use wine 
for sauce. Mix cornstarch, 
sugar and spices. Stir in wine 
and vinegar and stir over low 
heat until sauce thickens. Add 
raisins. 

White Wine Sauce (For Pudding) 

Four eggs, four tablespoons 
sugar, one cup white wine, one- 
half cup boiling water.
